OUR CONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
Paris, June 10, 1864. 

I rnp in the newspapers the announcement: “The 
celebrated American author, Charles Sealsfield, died 
a few days since at Soleure. He was in the habit of 
spending his time alternately between Germany 
and Switzerland.” Sad as this intelligence is, | 
cannot repress a smile, for I remember how much 
vogue, some twenty years ago, this “celebrated 
American author” had for nine days. The “Key to 
Uncle Tom’s Cabin” alone can match the eager- 
ness with which.the public bought the books for 
the first few days, and the quickness with which 
the public dropped them. Has Mr. N. P. Willis 
ever done penance for leading us so far astray? 
Unless my memory deceives me, he it was who, in 
the columns of the “ National Intelligencer,” allured 
us all into the purchase of this “ celebrated Ameri- 
can author’s” work. Since I am with the dead, let 
me announce the departure from life of Reboul, 
& popular poet of Provence. He was born in 1796, 
and consequently was 68 years old at the time of 
his death. He was the son of a locksmith, who 
sent him to a boarding-school, where he did not 
learn much. After he quitted school he became a 
journeyman baker. His poems were so successful 
as to lead M. de Lamartine to address him one of 
his Harmonies, that which is entitled “ Le Génie dans 
VObscurité.” In 1848, Jean Reboul was sent to the 
Constituent Assembly as a representative from the 
department of Le Gard. In 1850 he brought out, 
at the Odeon, Le Martyre de Vivia,a play. I be- 
lieve that he has published nothing since then. 
The city of Nimes—to its honor be it said!—gave him 
a public funeral. M. Pier Angelo Fiorentino, an 
Italian long domiciled in France, is dead. He came 
to Paris in 1828 or 1829; he quitted Naples with 
one hundred dollars in his pocket, which he “ had 
amassed by dint of incredible effort,’ and reached 
Paris with twenty dollars and a handsome gold 
watch in his possession; the watch soon went to 
the pawn-broker’s. He took a miserable garret- 
chamber on the sixth floor of a house in the Rue 
Richelieu, aud, borrowing some books of his porter’s 
wife, he began tostudy French. He then set to work 
to write an article for “La Presse.” He says: “I 
wrote it in half an hour; I was twenty nights and 


twenty days in translating it; for I had no diction- | 


ary, and I was obliged to hunt in odd volumes, 
which I knew almost by heart, for equivalent words 
and phrases, that I might endeavor to succeed in 
making myself understood in a foreign language.” 
The article was successful, and opened the columns 
of “La Presse” to him. He metin the office of “La 
Presse,” M. Alex.

Dumas has often 
been reproached for signing his bocks and having 
himself announced alone on the stage; but the con- 
trary would have been scandalous. In his books, and 
especially his pieces, his copartner had only a very

M. Fiorentino wrote in variongs 
petty newspapers, and about 1850 or 1852 he wag 
made musical critic in “Le Constitutionnel,” at 
salary of $5200 a year, or rather he contributed an 
article a week (a feuilleton; it is a contribution 
about one-third longer than the average length of 
these letters), and was paid at the rate of $100 each 
article ; in 1354, he was appointed to the same post 
on “Le Moniteur,” and at the same price, but in this 
paper he wrote over the signature A. de Rouvray, 
He pubiished some time since a translation of 
Dante, which M. Victor Hugo declares to be the 
best in French, and which Messrs. Hachette & Co, 
selected for the text which M. Gustave Doré illus- 
trated. How shall I go on to tell you his life? The 
theme becomes extremely delicate. He left an es- 
tate of $120,000, and a collection of valuable trin- 
kets worth some $20,000 or $30,000 more. How did 
he manage, living expensively as he did, to save so 
much money? He was accused of levying enor- 
mous black mail upon every person connected with 
the stage, from the manager tothe actor. In 1849, 
M. Amedée Achard made some allusion to this in 
“L’ Assemblée Nationale,” the newspaper: M. Fioren- 
tino challenged him; they fought with swords, and 
M. Achard was very severely wounded. The Lite- 
rary Men’s Society investigated the charges hinted 
by M. Achard, and the result of the investigation 
was the expulsion of M. Fiorentino from the Society, 
There is no question that he was most unscrupulous. 
The French word for levying black mail is chanter, 
which means, too, to sing. The Café Cardinal is the 
habitual resort of all Italian singers, and M. Fioren- 
tino was frequently there. A year or two since,a - 
shower of rain came up unexpectedly, and among 
the persons who took refuge under the canvas 


l!awning before the door of the café were some

Eastern LireratureE.—Mr. William Wright, of 
the Manuscript Department, British Museum, is 
about to edit for the German Oriental Society that 
vast repository of Eastern lore, “ The Kimil of El- 
Mubarrad,” from the manuscripts of Leyden, St. 
Petersburg, Cambridge, and Berlin. El-Mubarrad 
was one of the chiefs of the grammatical school of 
Basra during the latter half of the ninth century, 
and the Kamil is a wonderful collection of treasures 
—like the gatherings of Athenzus, Aulus Gellius, 
and Macrobius, in the Classical literatures.

As the volume before us contains in reality two | 


separate productions, each having an independent 
pagination, we have, for the purpose of fuller infor- 
mation, placed side by side their respective title- 
pages. From tke number of works which we have 
recently received discussing more or less directly 
the liturgical element of church service, we can- 
not avoid the inference that the general subject is 
one as to which just now the religious community 
is extensively aroused. The most important inves- 
tigation of the question in one of its aspects which 
has recently been made in this country is undoubt- 
edly to be found in the present work. The merit 
of Dr. Shields as a theologian and scholar is not 
only so widely recognized in the Presbyterian de- 
nomination, the one with which he is connected, 
but his marked ability as a writer and his philo- 
sophical habit of mind, his clearness in reasoning 
and felicity in expression, have given such value 
and attractiveness to whatsoever he has heretofore 
produced, that we were by no means surprised to 


find in the present work an exposition of the sub- | 


ject which, from his point of view, should be in all 
respects thorough, masterly, and apt. We know 
not how far his positions and statements will strike 
a minutely learned divine as novel, but certainly 
we as laymen, possessing perhaps not more than an 
average modicum of historical and doctrinal infor- 
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|is that the Prayer-book is shown to be non-episco- 
pal in its sources, and a Prayer-book, in the special 
form here presented, is shown to be Presbyterial in 
its sanction. The basis of the present edition of 
the Prayer-Book consists of the Exceptions against 
the Book of Common Prayer presented in writing by 
the Presbyterian Commissioners at the Savoy Con- 
ference called by Charles II. in 1661. In connee- 
tion with these, free use is made of the Presbyterian 
Rejoinder of 1661, the Semi-Presbyterian Revision 
of 1689, the Assembly’s Directory, the Assembly’s 
Digest, and the Calvinistic Liturgies. The man- 
ner in which the work has been prepared may be 
| fully understood from the following passage :— 
“It will be seen that the editor’s task has been 
simply to take that edition which was in the hands of 
the Savoy Commissioners, and, in the first instance, 
apply to it the two documents which respectively 
represent the English and the American view of its 
contents, and his duty and aim have been to reject 
everything inconsistent with both, and retain all of 
either that remains. The text, therefore, or body 
of service, has only been altered so far as the ‘ Ex- 
ceptions’ require; but the Rubric has been every- 
where superseded by the Directory, especially in 
the sacramental offices, in which it has been inserted 
literally. Thus the doctrinal framework has been 
taken from our standards, while the form and 
fashion of the whole have been rendered expressive 
of their import. Then, as to the numerous details 
not reached by these two chief documents, we have 
used the auxiliary writings severally connected with 
them. For confirming and supplementing the Ex- 
ceptions, we have compared Baxter’s Rejoinder, 
which exhibits the Presbyterians at their farthest 
extreme from the Episcopalians, and the Revision of 
1689, which exhibits the Episcopalians in the near- 
est approach to the Presbyterians.
